county today. That we nnst 
have better roads, in thia coun- 
try howoTor, is not a matter of 
great conjecture, it ia a conced- 
ed fact that we must or the coun- 
ty will soon begin to go back- 
ward. All the timber is about 
gone, and the farm is now the 
greatest resource of profit and 
livlihood for the people of the 
county, and everybody knows 
that farming in an isolated dis- 
trict is a very unprofitable busi- 
ness. Four miles from town over 
such roads as we have in this 
county in the winter isolat-es any 
community, so to overcome this 
we must have better roads. That 
Powell county can have better 
roads every one knows to be a 
fact, bnt the way to proceed to 
get thaaa npds, bat law kiiowa 
how. 

The law providea* that Fiaeal 

Courts of the various counties 
may levy a tax for road and 
bridge purpoaee of not to ezoeed 
35 cts. per year on each |100 worth 
of property. A road and bridge 
tax of not to exeeed gl may be 
levied on each male citizen be- 
tween 18 and 60 years of age. 
The Fiaeal Ooart majr aUow any 
tax payer to work (Ml hk ffoad 
and bridge tax. 

All male citiaens over 18 and 
under SO yeara of age, unless by 
law exempt, may be required to 
work on the public roads not 
more than six days each year or 
furnish able-bodied subetitutes, 
and in cases of unusual emergen- 
cy may be required to work a 
greater number of days. Upon 
the consent of two-thirds of tiie 
voters any county *may issue 
bonds for road purposes of not to 
exceed two per cent, of the value 
of the taxable property therein. 
Counties issuing bonds are re- 
quired to provide for the collec- 
tion of an annnal tax anflloient to 
pay tlio interest on them and to 
create a sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the prinoipal not over 
forty '7ears from |ba tlOM the 
bonds are issued. 

With the above proviaiona the 
way for better roads in this coun- 
ty seems clear. Our taxable 
property is inoreaaing in value 
every year, and all we need to 
make it inora^w inore ia better 
roada. Thenmdiof the county 
right now need a great deal more 
attention than they are likely to 
get all summer, and we hope to 
see the overseers of the various 
roads give tlieni the best possible 
working at once that we may get 
the fall benefit at the time when 
we can nse them the most. 

Our present Fiscal court is a- 
lertto the beat IntdifMla of the 
county and we believe that it 
will provide a way to keep our 
roada in better condition in the 
future. The past year has been 
doubly bard on roada and almost 
iitt^Mdbto to hMrthmn pamble 
at all timea.
